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The campaign to force Allders of Croydon to with- 
draw its fur department continues. In February 
an incendiary device was placed in thé store, 
timed to ignite in the middle of the night. There 
was no possibility of fire spreading through the 
Store, the intention being that the water sprink- 
ler system would start working at the first sign 
of fire and smoke. The sprinklers caused ex- 
tensive damage to the store - one amusing result 
was that Allders placed advertisements in local 
papers for  cut-price water-damaged carpets. 
Desperate to prevent publicity about the incident, 
Allders told local papers to drop the story or, 
failing that, carry an Editorial biased towards 


_Allders, condemning the ALF. They threatened 


that papers that would not respond to their wish 


would receive no more advertising from Allders. 


The Croydon News and Croydon Comet refused to 
be blackmailed (the Comet consequently could no 
longer afford to publish its magazine due to this 
loss of advertising). The Croydon Advertiser and 
Sutton Guardian stayed. in favour with Allders by 
publishing biased Editorials. 

Shortly after this action, 27 windows and 6 doors 
of the store were attacked with etching fluid. 

On 5th May Allders suffered another attack. This 
time incendiary devices were placed under lorries 
belonging to Allders, parked at their warehouse 
in Hackbridge. Four of the lorries were comple- 
tely destroyed and two were severely damaged. 
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An Animal Liberation 
Front spokesman told the 

‘News: “Alihough Allders, 
Sutton, doesn't actually sell 

» furs, it is part of the Allders 
chain. 

“Unless they give up their 
fur department at the Croy- 
don branch any of their 
premises are likely to be at- 
tacked,” he warned.

German dog-dealer raid 


After six weeks of observation by day and 
night, we decided to carry out our raid in 
broad daylight. We had no other choice, in 
fact, because the dog-dealer always came to 
his caravan on the site at dusk so as to aw- 
ait deliveries from his dog-thief contacts. 


The fenced plot of land lies directly along- 
side a railway embankment which is used by 


trains every two or three minutes. The shed, 
used for housing up to 40 dogs at a time, is 
some 25 metres long and 2 metres wide, but it 
contains not one single window! The animals 
saw only electric light, and that only on the 
dealers visits to the premises. As trains are 


constantly passing on the adjoining railway 
track, the poor creatures also had no real 
chance to sleep. The shed was made of as- 
bestos sheeting, meaning it was like an icebox 
in the winter and an oven in the summer. 


Astonishingly, about 10 metres away from 
the site lives a sheepdog breeder and there 
are allotments all around the area, yet! no- 
body there sees anything of the dealers trade 
in stolen animals and nobody knows anything 
about him. And why should they? - after all, 
it was "only animals" he was dealing in! The 
closeness of these neighbours was another 
handicap, because it was late spring and they 
were already sunbathing in their gardens. 


But now for the raid itself: we came from 
the main road and pretended to have had a 
breakdown with 2 transport vehicles and 2 
private cars. There were 10 of us and we 
were, naturally, equipped with radio. Three 
of us stayed with the vehicles, the rest walk- 
ed about 250 metres across the field to the 
embankment. As this was used so frequently 
by trains, but had to be crossed by us in 
order to reach the site, we knew that we 
would have to act quickly; on the other hand, 
we first had to wait for one train to pass 


through. The train came and we quickly 
crossed the track. Now we were past the first 
hurdle. We now stood at the back of the low 
building. Entry was still blocked by a wire 
fence. The wire cutter goes into action and 
within seconds we are through the fence. The 


two security dogs are temporarily leashed up, 
and we finally find ourselves standing at the 
back wall of the shed. The door on the front 
side cannot be used as this can be seen from 
the nearby allotment gardens. 


é 
It was 17.40 hours when we began to smash 
the wall with axes, after. waiting for another 
train to pass so as to drown the noise of the 


breaking asbestos sheets. Now our thoughts 
are only for the animals. No more anxiety and 
scruples about doing something illegal, we 


must just concentrate on action. 


As we had entered from the rear, we found 
ourselves standing in the animal kennel area, 
or, to put it more accurately, in a sea of ex- 
crement and urine that also contained the 
dogs -alleged food, which simply consisted of 
raw pigs trotters already in a state of decay. 
There were no drinking bowls or water to be 
seen. The smell was unbearable and our sto- 
machs turned over at the stench. Some light 
came through the wall we had just broken and 
our eyes widened with horror as we saw wood- 
en slats on the walls of some of the kennels, 
covered with splintered glass, presumably so 
as to hold the occupants in check. 


The highly anxious animals - all of them 
large adults - were unpredictable in their re- 
actions. As the specially prepared food we 
had brought with us did not calm them, we 
had to lasso them. In order to remove the 
animals from the shed we had to pass them 
over a small concrete platform. Three of us 


stayed in the building, while the other four 
went outside to receive the dogs as we handed 
them out. They were then taken to the wait- 
ing cars, which meant crossing the railway 
track once more during the two or three min- 
utes gap between the passing trains. One of 
our most anxious moments came when one of 
the girls slipped on the embankment with a 
dog which was tugging her away from its for- 
mer prison. 


We had now brought 14 dogs to freedom. The 


whole action lasted 18 minutes. But now one 
of the dogs - the final one, fortunately - cre- 
ated difficulties. On being lifted into the car 


he started biting everything about him, and 
injured two people so seriously that they had 
to be given stitches in hospital. But the 
pleasure at the success in liberating the ani- 
mals far outweighed the pain of the wounds. 


The animals were in a disgusting state. All 


of them had worms and fleas. Some of them 
had wounds from blows received, and two 
bitches had womb infections. One of the dogs 
was so disturbed by his experiences that he 
could not sleep for days. But after being 
checked over by a vet all the dogs liberated 
were at last delivered to new and loving 
homes.

The spacious bus still has plenty of room 


for us. There are four of us and in about 2} 


hours we shall be meeting the other two acti- 
vists at an isolated service area. Our spirits 
are high because we know that some more 
animals are due to be rescued from the horr- 
ors of the laboratory tonight. During the 
drive we again study the plan of the site at 
Mainz University. The night watch on the 
premises is made at rather infrequent inter- 
vals and we shall have to take great care. 
We mustn't take any risks, if only for the 
sake of the animals. The goods section of the 
bus contains several cages. These should soon 
be full, a thought that makes our hearts beat 
faster. We wonder what our new friends will 
actually look like... 


lt is 7.30pm when we arrive at the service 
area. Thanks to the switch over to wintertime 
it is already pitch dark. Are the others al- 
ready here? We all look about us expectantly. 
Someone gives us a hearty wave, the others 
climb into the bus, the doors are shut and we 
whisper our greeting. 


The plan of the university is unrolled again 
and we discuss our tactics in detail and fix 
our individual roles. We strengthen our nerves 
with a final flask of tea and then its off and 
away.

After a short drive our transporter cruises 
along the street towards the university area. 
We keep a look-out for any night-watchmen, 


but at the moment all is clear. Our look=outs ` 


take up their positions, while the others un- 
load the cages and containers. These. are 
quickly passed over the fencing and carried 
up to the Institute building. A soft rattling 
sound, then we wait in total sílence for two 
minutes. One of us has forced a window :open 
- he gives the all-clear sign and two dark 
shadows disappear through the window : into 
the darkness of rooms of the animal bunker. A 
filthy smell hits our nostrils. We see we could 
easily have tripped over a large piece of co- 
rrugated metal that's been left lying om. the 
ground. 


We recognise rabbit boxes in the beam of 
the torch and switch on the lights in the first 
room. There are only 12 boxes here, each 
containing one animal. The rabbits look at us 
tensely and seem to be anxious about what's 
going to happen to them. But we can't hang 
about for long and, knowing that things. will 
soon be better for the animals, we immediately 
begin to load the rabbits into the comfortable 
transport boxes. This is soon completed.- The 
smell is appalling. Y. 


Now we take a look at the second room;; but 
get a shock. At least 400 rats, crammed to- 
gether in tiny breeding cages, are gazing at 
us with their little pink eyes. But we only 
have room for 150 rats. It is terribly painful 
for us to face the fact that some of these in- 
telligent creatures must be left behind. >- - A 
short discussion about the situation. We decide 
to leave behind the mother rats with - their 
suckling youngsters, so as to spare the. very 
youngest ones the stress of transportation; 


There's no chance to switch the rats from 


their cages to ours, due to the numbers,- 80 
we simply take the breeding cages directly 
from the shelves. he. 


Suddenly, a warning whistle is heard. Out- 
side, a night watchman is slowly going. past 
on his bicycle. We freeze into pillars of. salt 
and no-one moves. Nothing more is to be seen 
of our look-outs because they have hidden in 
the bushes. The cyclist goes past the building 
and only makes a superficial inspection œf it. 
Two minutes later - the all-clear signal... 


Now begins the most difficult part of -the 
operation. We begin loading. The cages are 
gently handed through the window and placed 
behind the bush directly beside a wide ent- 
rance. The containers, are quite heavy and 
we are soon out of breath. Our transporter, 
meanwhile, drives slowly up to the gateway of 
the university site. Luckily it is not.locked 
so that we can do our loading unhindered. 
Once the final cage is placed into the :trans- 
porter, the aim is to get away fast. We drive 
with our valuable freight back to the original 
meeting place. Three of us take our last look 
at the little animals because the others want 
to take them to their new quarters as quickly 
as possible in the bus. i ; 


The spirits of the remaining three of us are 
rather dampened on account of the mother, rats 
and their offspring we had to leave behind. 
We have no peace, knowing that they remain 
in a place which means certain death : for 
them. Should we drive back there once. more? 
Good homes will certainly be found for them. 
We don't have to think for long, for the pre- 
paratory access work has already been ach- 


ieved and there is not much time left before 
dawn. We drive back by the same route. One 
of us stays outside as a look-out, while the 
other two climb into the building once more. 
As many boxes are loaded into the private car: 
as it can carry. This time, too, nobody spots 
what we are doing. During our homeward 
journey we can look at our new friends and 
the lumps of cheese are shared among the rats 
- probably they've never before eaten any- 


thing so tasty! We are thrilled at the success 
of the whole action. 


All the animals survived the transport well. 
They are all now living with animal-loving 
families. Just before carrying out this raid, 
we informed ourselves in depth about rabbits 
and rats. We animal rightists will never be 
satisfied with the statement by vivisectors 
that 90% of laboratory animals are "only" rats 
and mice, because these small creatures are 
highly intelligent and are, therefore, particu- 
larly prone to suffering. We demand the 
immediate banning of ALL animal experiments.

VIVISECTOR LIBERATED ANIMALS 
M LA AT ° 


A 37 year old scientist at the Austrian 
Academy of Sciences was fined approximately 
£450 by a Viennese court in December, after 
being found guilty of carrying out 5 animal 
liberation raids on laboratories at the Pharma- 
cological Institute of Vienna University, 
between March and September 1985. 


Herr Peter Mueller had worked 5 years at the 
brain research department of the Academy, and 
himself carried out some animal experiments, 
but finally decided to help the animals after 
being ordered to inject 76 rats in order to 
provoke epileptic fits, and then to dispose of 
their bodies because the test results 
conflicted with what was stated in existing 
medical literature. 


He embarked on a series of lone nightly 
raids in his private car, climbing through a 
fanlight and rescuing a total of 31 animals 
- dogs, rabbits and goats - which he 
delivered to the homes of animal lovers. He 
was finally caught attempting to liberate a 
goat, but refused in court to disclose where he 
had taken the animals he had freed. 


The scientist became unemployed as a result 
of his animal liberation activities, but his 
fine was paid by a number of Austrian actors 
and entertainers, and the magazine "Rennbahn- 
Express" nominated him "Man of the Month". 
The actor Frank Hoffman is now founding a 
prize in Austria for "the most courageous 


. animal rights action of the year". 


The court case has led to the public 
prosecutor launching an enquiry into 
conditions at the University labs. In fact, 
Peter Mueller actually carried out six raids on 
the university labs., but was not prosecuted in 
respect of one of these because the animals he 
found were in such a pitiful condition that the 
authorities decided it better not to have this 
raised in court. 


Getting too hot in the kitchen? " 


There is something crushingly depressing as 
we witness the national animal rights groups 
being pushed, pulled and bullied by the 
establishment media and the various vested 
interest utterances from police and politicians 
alike: How quickly they have joined in the 
hysterical critical chorus against the activit- 
ies of the activists. These groups have short 
memories and could do no better than to look 
back through their publications and have the 
guts to recognise the massive proven value of 
direct action. So why are large bodies of the 
movement turning on the people they were once 
so proud of? Is it really their declared opp- 


osition to certain individual actions - if so 
where are all the thoughtful, persuasive, 
tactical arguments? Why, instead of positive 


debate, do we see condemnation? Or could it 
be that entities within the movement see their 
position being undermined as direct action, 
far from being a support measure to a cam- 
paign, such as the political campaign, can 
now be seen clearly to be a far more effective 


measure in its own right. Perhaps, as the 
stakes go up, some feel that things are gett- 
ing rather too hot to handle - the war is ge- 


tting too near and they are not prepared to 
pay the price. 


The movements activists have always been 
forced to stand alongside soldiers who have 
little stomach for the fight ahead. lf that 
were not bad enough, we are currently seeing 
a mass retreat back into ineffective campaign- 
ing areas. The satisfied smiles on the faces 
of animal exploiters must be widening immea- 
surably. 


Of course, direct action groups, too, should 
be prepared to debate and re-evaluate and 
clearly the recent articles in the SG shows 
this to be very positive and important. 


l, personally, worry about the likes of the © 


Hunt Retribution Squad and the Animal Rights 
Militia - the latter particularly. What is their 
aim? If the Militia intend to kill vivisectors, 
why place explosive devices beneath cars and 
on doorsteps, endangering innocent people and 
animals? Everyone should recognise the failure 
of tactics which involve the injury or death of 
"non-combatants", as they say on the news. 
Reagan obviously  disregarded this entirely 
when ordering the recent terrorist attack on 
Libya. Of course, by discussing the "bombs" 
made, allegedly, by the ARM, l accept ghat | 
fall into the trap of using the states termino- 
logy. l have never seen an ARM device, or 
witnessed one being planted, and many have 
expressed the view that the past episodes 
have been elaborate fit-ups by the opposition. 
However, working on the assumption that the 
Militia really is a genuine group and that 
they don't really intend to kill - evidence for 
this would be the warning given to the press 
about their "bombs" - then | am drawn to the 
conclusion that, like the HRS, the ARMs main 
focus seems to be on publicity stunts and/or 
the creation of terror in animal abusers. l am 
opposed to such publicity stunts because there 
is no way whatever that the media could be 
persuaded to write about the exploitation of 
animals by handing them such "media-juicy" 
material. The press love bombs, rapes and 
outrages. They love to write about such sub- 
jects - they almost promote them, but they 
condemn them also - they have no choice. This 
leads to the disgusting spectacle of the Sun 
printing an attack on rape in the same issue 


-~ad 


as a piece reporting that women allegedly 
want "to be taken by force". Any press seek- 
ing ARM members thinking that they would be 
treated any different are, l believe, naive. 
As far as the creation of terror goes: bluffs 
don't work if the bluffers are unprepared to 
back them up - this suggests that the Militia 
haven't thought things through. Their initial 
press statements have, to some extent, put 
them on the spot and eventually they will find 
themselves asking the question "Do we kill or 
disband?", 


Whilst I don't believe I would crack up at 
the news of a vivisectors death - and let's be 
honest, few at Animal Aid, BUAV etc. would 
lose much sleep either, regardless of what 
they say to the press - l still don't think 
killing an animal exploiter would be a good 
thing. This is not because it would be wrong 
to kill the animal abuse industry's equivalent 
of, say, Hitler, but because the movement is 
not in a position to bear such a move - the 
chief consideration being the reluctance of the 
people seen as the movements "leaders" to 
argue the animals corner after such an inci- 
deni. Instead of criticising the action, at the 
same time pointing out that the people involv- 
ed obviously felt driven to such a measure due 
to the terrible plight of animals - who are, 
after all, the only innocents in the equation 
-they would issue sweeping condemnations. 


Tactical debate would be better conducted 
within the movements press. Of course, some 
national groups' spokespersons could regard 
the motivation of the activists to be wrong - 
certainly the League Against Cruel Sports hold 
the view that they are "glory seekers". There 
seems to be scant evidence to support this. 
Activists say they take action because it is 
effective, not because the action may involve 
damage or be illegal. In fact the illegality 
of some actions are side effects of helping re- 
duce animal suffering through the liberation 
of animals and/or damage; not the initial mo- 


tivation for such action. In point of fact, it 


is the animal exploiters themselves, along 
with all their supporters in Westminster and 
business, who have created direct action. 
They created the situation where the formation 
of the ALF was deemed necessary - presumably 
the Militia, may claim the same. There is 
little doubt that direct action is effective, the 
past ten years prove this conclusively, but let 
us not forget that action would not be needed 
if "normal" campaigning methods were succeed- 
ing. Every activist must surely wish that 
their actions could become redundant through 
correspondence with MPs and the completion of 
petition forms - in case there's anyone out 
there still hoping, l'm afraid I must report 
that it won't work. 
prised by this - kinds of campaigning which 
are actually encouraged by the establishment 
are rarely of value. 


l would like to see the movement think the 
present situation through thoroughly: the ARM 
need to sort themselves out and know where 
they are going and why. The national groups 
should resist being used by the state as a 
stick to beat the people who see the value of 
direct action. One basic prop to the establish- 
ment's physical and mental control of the 


population is the tactic of divide and rule - 


we should fight this conditioning as strongly 
as we fight the animal exploitation industries.

‘all of us united in action and we'd pounce on 
the scene so dramatically that we would cause  ; 
changes. : 

This hasn't happened and, since it hasn't, we 
need the ALF, because that is the only way to 
get our message spread.

Any real 
violence or threats of violence towards people or 
their children ie. poison candy, even if only a 
scare, will make the public only see terrorists 
and not think of the animals. 

The ALF is the best.thing that has happened to 
the animal movement since it started hundreds of 
years ago. l realise one important thing; that 
many really dedicated animal activists in the 
' more conservative movements, without even 
realising it, could still have remnants of 
specieism. When you talk to them about 
breaking and entering and smashing, or stealing 
animals, they put up a guard and say "We can't 
do that", yet, if this was in World War 1l 
Germany, the same people would have no 
hesitation in forming an underground to save the 
human animals in concentration camps. Therefore, 
these conservative animal activists are seeing 
animals as having less importance than the human 
animal, but thank God for the ALF for seeing: 
them as having equal consideration.

However, I question whether BUAVs "Match of 
the Day" type tactics - demonstrators run on, 
police run on, both sides push against each other 
for 90 minutes, whistle blows, we all go home - 
will ever achieve the desired result.  Peaceful 
mass protest has been emasculated, primarily by 
two developments:- 

1) More effective police tactics, evolved during 
the miners strike and now backed by punitive 
legislation. 


. 2) Increasingly sophisticated site defences, 


adopted by animal abusers, that inhibit live 
rescue. 

Under the circumstances might I suggest that 
the time has come for Animal Rights groups to 
discuss their strategies and policies for the 
1990s. 

To combat the constraints to action identified 
previously, 1 should like to propose that ALF (SG) 
initiates contact with those revolutionary/para- 
military groups who, because of their opposition 
to the British government and to the major comm- 
ercial and industrial concerns responsible for 
animal torture, can be viewed as our allies. 

What we require from them is operational 
training and logistical support. What we can 
give them in return is intelligence, safe houses, 
transportation and the tying down of the police 
and the security services through our own 
activities. 

It needs little imagination to realise that a 


. properly trained and equipped "Animal Right 


Kommando" could not only provide a new cutting- 
edge to the whole movement, but also circumvent 
sophisticated site defences by attacking vivisectors 
and their families in their homes, trading -off 


such people for the lives of their animal prisoners. 


Perhaps those who feel that conducting a 
Draize eye test on one vivisector today would 
free a million tortured monkeys tomorrow might 
wish to give this proposal an airing.

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As a result of a tip-off from an employee at 
Glaxo Laboratories in Liverpool, carly on the 
evening of 15th December ten ALF activists were 
dropped off from three cars near Speke airport 
in Liverpool, approximately one mile from the 
target. 


The unit, in the grounds of Speke Mall, is 
flanked on three sides of the airport with 
regular security patrols and on the fourth by 
a large commercial firm with roving security 
guards with alsatians. Mindful also of the fact 
that they had to reach a point betwcen the 
Hall (with its two guards and an alsatian) and 
the lodge (with its geese) the activists climbed 
the airficld security fence in twos, skirted the 
runways and, after an hour, had all climbed 
the fence at the far end to the rendez-vous at 
the entrance of a drainage ditch. Using this 

as cover an approach was made to within 30 
yards of the unit. 


Four look-outs were posted. One of the Halls 
trailers was pushed along until directly be- 
neath the alarm bell, crowbars were used to 
force the bell cover to one side and the hamm- 
er was cut off. As a result of previous visits 
it had been decided that, due to the heavy 
lock on the door being in a recess, the hasps 
of angle iron and the door of a heavy nature, 
sledgehammers would be used. To coincide with 
an airliner firing its engines in preparation 
for taxiing, literally only 50-60 yards away, 
the lock was covered by a folded sack and 

z smashed off. At this point a dog started wim- 
pering. We opened the door a foot or so and, 
as agreed, everyone met back at the assembly 
point to see if there was any reaction to the 
door being opened.

LOSES THA 


We had had no idea there was a dog in a 
part of the unit separated from the main area. 
A discussion was held as to the possibility of 
breaking in and taking the dog, but in such a 
high security area a barking dog would jeop- 
ardize the whole raid. We returned after a safe 
time, the dog began wimpering again but for- 
tunately settled after a few minutes. 


The main unit was split in two and compris- 
ed of one part with New Zealand and California 
Whites in very bad conditions, and a second 
part which held a variety of different rabbits, 
Dutch, New Zealand etc., with heating. We had 
homes for fifty-eight rabbits and first decided 
which we would take - not large single ones as 
these were likcly to be pregnant females, and 
not mothers with very young kittens, for obvi- 
. ous reasons. Mothers with young that were well 
developed were selected. 


While one person assembled and taped up the 
boxes, and another assembled the video with a 
special light fitting for filming at night, the 
other activists sprayed every single rabbit in 
the two units with an indelible non-toxic dye. 
Using various colours they: were sprayed on 
their lower backs, in the same way that scal 
pups are sprayed, our intention being to pre- 
vent the hundreds of rabbits in the unit from 
entering the fur trade and the laboratories. As 
it was near to Christmas, Father Christmas 
joined the activists and helped fill the boxes 
with rabbits. At this point the video was 
switched on and the events recorded. 


Details later appeared on BBC TV North West. 
As a result of this raid the farm has been 
forced to close down. We would like to take 
this opportunity to thank the two people who 
went to so much trouble to supply the dye and 
we hope to see fur farms having repeat perfor-

As SEA: winds up and the other groups con- 
tinue however, one thing is clear. Militant 
actio: is imperative for the success of the 
An' aal Liberation cause. Parliamentary legi- 
siation on Animal Rights must be seen as 
merely the end point of the animal liberation 
campaign, where politicians have no choice 
but to legislate. Of course, one of the main 
problems, and hence  failings, of political 


campaigning is that too much emphasis is 
placed on the parliamentary arena as the 
bastion of power when, in reality, parliament 
tends only to react to political pressures from 
outside. "Direct Action" is a political pressure 
but the effect of increased direct action of 


various kinds will be that parliament in many 
respects will become largely irrelevant, a 
mere rubber-stamp for de facto change which 
the animal liberation movement has brought 
about. 


Parliament tends to legislate retrospectively 
when the mischief it seeks to eradicate has 
largely already been eradicated - this - is 
especially true for the issue of Animal Rights. 


Hunting will be banned by law when Hunt 
Saboteurs, the ALF etc. have made hunting 
almost impossible and when the cost of polic- 
ing hunts becomes prohibitive and, similarly, 
Government will remove the requirement to test 
products on animals when the multi-nationals 
are on their knees begging the Government to 
do so, such will be the harassment of the 
vivisection industry. And, of course, no 
amount of Government legislation will be as 
effective as the conversion of the population 
to vegetarianism which will destroy the meat 
industry regardless of political intentions. 


But perhaps the most compelling argument for 
'""gdirect action" is that it is morally reprehen- 
sible and an abdication of our responsibilitieg 


to expect that animals should await the whims: 


of politicians before they are relieved from 
their sufferings. The effectiveness of Direct 
Action is evident from the phenomenal reaction 
presently (and slightly belatedly) being 
mounted by the establishment. The drastic 
nature of the charges at the Wickham trial 
illustrate just how seriously the police (repre- 
senting the powers that be) viewed the growth 
of SEALL, and the new vigour with which the 
police and media are attacking the anima! 
rights movement generally illustrates the 
growing despair which is gripping the opposi- 
tion. 


Perhaps the following extract from a speech 
Margaret Thatcher gave to the American aBar 
Association last summer most vividly reveals 
the extent to which the establishment fears 


direct action. 


"A second fashionable heresy is that if 
you feel sufficiently strongly about some 
particular issue, be it nuclear weapons, 
racial discrimination or animal libera- 
tion, you are entitled to claim superior- 
ity to the law, and are therefore ab- 
solved. This is arrogant nonsense and 
deserves to be treated as such."

Our group of 3 activists decided to attack 
this slaughterhouse after we became aware of 


its existence when we noticed the address in 


an advert. After several checks at night we 
realised we could attack this place although. 
it was located in an industrial area and 
every night a watchman came by car to look 
round the other firms in the area. 

One night while we were checking the abatt- 
oir to see where it would be most effecient to 
cause damage, we were surprised when a huge 
cattle truck, crowded with screaming pigs, 
entered the premises and .drove to the end of 
the yard where the piggery was located. It 
took something like an hour for the truck 


driver to unload all the pigs from the vehicle 


to the piggery. Sometimes he was kicking the 
animals so that they got out of the truck more 
quickly - some pigs were struggling, others 
were climbing down from the truck quietly 
with their ears turned down over their eyes. 
The driver unloaded 3 corpses of pigs which 
had died from heart attacks (pigs are highly 
sensitive animals) due to the panic or the 
transport. At 4.30am we could not believe our 
eyes when we saw another truck full of pigs 
driving down towards the abattoir accompanied 
by half a dozen meat vans which also parked 
in the slaughterhouse - this was to be the 
beginning of the work in this evil place. 15 
minutes later a inan dressed in white clothes 
from head to toe opened the little door of the 
piggery. He led out a pig who walked along a 
narrow concrete corridor. All the machines 
were working now in the abattoir and it was 
hard for us not to react (we were 20 yards 
away on the top of the railway which borders 
the  slaughterhouse) when the  slaughterer 
killed the first pig by picking the living and 
conscious animal up by a leg and cutting its 
throat while it screamed and moved as much 
as it could. Its blood poured into big iron 
tins. We attended this massacre for just 
another 15 minutes to see many pigs queuing 
in this narrow corridor, unable to escape or 
move. The only thing they could do was jump 
over each other, screaming because they could 
see their brother being murdered just in front 
of them while waiting for their turn to come. 


When we left we swore we would destroy this 


place. There was nothing else we could do 
except rescue one pig, but what was the point 
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.of that for the others? 


ne———————————————————————————— M SS v» ta 
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Wien we went for a last check on another 
da. we saw they had built a little place in 
cencrete in which they had put a machine to 
«»1aesthetize the pigs. This was a good 
opportunity for us to attack this abattoir and 
to hit it hard. On the day we had seen the 
animals slaughtered there was a particular 
stage when, once dead, they were plunged 
into boiling water to remove the skin more 
easily. We could see huge flames each time a 
pig was plunged into the container and we 
concluded it was supplied with gas or another 
flammable product. Our action would be to 
start a fire inside the expensive machine, 
which would spread to the gas pipes and de- 
stroy the vital part of the abattoir. The 
owner lived on the other side of the railway, 
50 yards from the abattoir, and kept calves 
in a metal shed 40 yards away from our 
target. For this reason we would have to use 
something very destructive but which would 
not explode and frighten the animals or the 
bastard that runs the place! We would also 
have to ensure that vibration would not cause 
the shed to collapse on the imprisoned calves. 
We had to make sure that the fire would 
spread without causing a dangerous explosion. 

On the day of the attack, one of us was 
placed as a look-out on the railway while the 
other two climbed down into the abattoir with 
a knotted climbing rope and carried all the 
necessary stuff in appropriate bags. One of 
the two had climbed down first to check that 
there were no pigs in the piggery. The look- 
out was to warn us with a lamp if anything 
happened (we could not use CBs as the police 
station was only a mile away and our CBs do 
not have short channels). One activist placed 
a mixture of a product (which is very good 
for causing a very high heat and therefore 
causing damage to very resistant materials) 
and 10 litres of white spirit in two bottles. 
He put an electric device into the bag contai- 
ning the mixture and connected it to a reél of 
electric wires which was unrolled along the 
railway as we left the place. At some 200 
yards we.stopped as we were at a distance 
where we could see if any animals (cats) were 
roaming around the abattoir or if someone was 
entering the place or if a car was driving 
round. 


The two wires were connected to the battery 
and the room where the machine was placed 
got red and the sky turned red ali around the 
slaughterhouse and the fire was crackling so 
intensely that we ran to our vehicle to leave 
the place as soon as possible. Before driving 
off we placed all our stuff (balaclavas and 
gloves, double socks to avoid footprints, with 
the rope and battery, jackets and trousers, in 
case they were sent to forensic in the event of 
our arrest) in a plastic. dustbin bag. After 
driving for a while one of us got out and a 
litre of white spirit was poured onto the bag 
and set alight. On our way back we did not 
get stopped by the police. 

Agence France Press was called but there 
was no publicity, as usual. They don't want 
us to get publicity because they know about 
the British ALF with its intensive war against 
those who prevent us from living in a better 
world. This is only a beginning - the ALF 
are not people who only strike occasionallyto 
cause small and symbolic damage. The ALF 
exists to achieve our aims with intelligent 
tactics. 


Direct action for total animal liberation, 
ALF FRANCE

Since our first interview in SG no. 13 we 
have continued to carry out actions, but in a 
very sporadic way - that is to say that, in- 
stead of functioning like a real army section, 
very few people of the Paris cell are fighting 
the best way they can, but their unsuccessful 
attempt to get more people involved will inevi- 
tably lead them to get to the real point with 
the animal abuse system. lt is intentional 
that we won't speak of the criticism we have 
received, nor of what so-called animal defend- 
ers try to do to save the animals through the 
minimum of direct action and the maximum of 
press coverage - for if the animals and our- 
selves are to be totally liberated, this will 
only come through total commitment to direct 
action. We don't want to be mixed with people 
who haven't got the same views as we have, 
as far as the fight against animal abuse is 
concerned. 


Let's just say that the few things we have 
done for animals and the heavy and fanatical 
criticism we consequently received were only a 
training and a harsh experience of the French 
societys selfishness and ignorance towards an- 
imal suffering. lf we carry out an intelligent 
campaign of TOTAL DESTRUCTION of animal ab- 
use centres there is little doubt that we will 
gain support among genuine animal liberation 
supporters.

We contacted the FLA eighteen months ago. 
Our group is a small cell only composed of 3 
people - 2 women and a man. Through various 
documents sent to us we learnt about the FLA 
policy and we fully adopt their tactics. Since 
the creation of our cell we have already 
claimed some 20 actions for our region. We 
slashed more than 40 tyres, broke or damaged 
10 animal abuse shop windows, glued around 
15 locks of other similar shops and we have 
also painted countless slogans on shops, ani- 
mal abusers' cars and vehicles and places of 
torture (ie. Toulouse slaughterhouses). But we 
have also carried out more radical actions, 
such as the blaze of a vivisection lab car, of 
a van displaying fur posters and also the 
blaze of a cattle truck worth many tens of 
thousands of Francs (this cattle truck weighed 
13 tons). 


As far as our cell is concerned we no long- 
er have financial problems, but we are short 
of activists. and this is badly felt when we 
want to take more organised actions (liber- 
ation of animals etc.) but we never lose time 
because if we are sometimes paralysed we 
nevertheless look for, and look after, future 
targets...

We parked our car on the main avenue run- 
ning alongside the slaughterhouses. While 1 
stayed in the car, ready to drive, two others 
(a man and a woman) quietly climbed into the 
cab of the truck, turned the ignition key and 
started off! 1 had a moment of panic as they 
had to drive the truck the other way round, 
as cars and the red traffic light did not all- 
ow any safe escape way. At last l saw them 
reaching the avenue after taking another road 
and we drove until we reached a kind of qua- 


rry for gravel. 

As the place was safe, one of us sprinkled 
the whole cab with petrol. It was pleasant 
and beautiful to see the truck on fire! After 
a few minutes the front part of the truck was 
a heap of torn and calcinated sheets of metal. 
‘Inside the cab we had left the registration 
card of the truck as well as the

There are also other direct action groups 
in Australia. In Brisbane there is Band of 
Mercy Brisbane, Direct Action for Animal 
Rights (DAAR) and the Brisbane Animal Rights 
Militia (BARM). BARM recently carried out a 
brilliant action in which they sent poisoned 
meat to a media representative warning per to 
inform the public that the same had been done 
in several meat stores around the city. No one 
ate or bought meat for an entire twenty-four 
hours, subsequently the ‘meat industry ended 
up with a loss of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. One media report stated that "if this 
action by BARM was designed to financially 
hurt the meat industry, it has worked". 


AFAs most important action to date was the 
rescue of two hundred mice and four rabbits 
from the Royal Brisbane Hospitals breeding 
house. | think it was what triggered off con- 
ventional activists to come out into the open 
and support us.

THE FIRST AFA NIGHT OF ACTION 
as reported by one of the 
pioneering activists in Perth) 


The first night of action was one of full 
force. Although we had no previous experience 
in direct action we were lucky enough to have 
someone from the UK who could teach us a few 
tricks. The first action was the graffitiing of 
a circus truck which was parked on a busy 
road, hoping therefore to attract attention. 
"Animal Oppression" and "Scum" were sprayed 
on the truck. After that we moved on to where 
a popular fried chicken store was. We decided 
that it needed its large expensive windows 
improved so we obtained some bricks from a 
nearby half demolished house and made our 
way to the store. The store was first given a 
paint-job - "Meat is Murder" was painted 
across the main wall. With two of us in the 
car, the engine running hot, the other activ- 
ist hurled two half bricks at the targe plate 
glass windows, spraying glass all over the 
counter and throughout the store. We subse- 
quently made a speedy getaway down several 
side streets towards 3 dead animal (butcher) 


shops - they were subsequently sprayed and 
bricked. 

That's where the night! ended. The two 
activists and the driver made their way home 
to a well deserved sleep. As a result of that 


night articles on the event were featured in 
the main and local papers, as well as a TV 
current affairs programme running a story on 
the circus, particularly focussing on the fact 
that the word "scum" was written on the 


circus truck. 


Good Stuff, and Nonsense 


Review of ‘In Defence of Animals' 
Edited by Peter Singer 
Published by Basil Blackwell 


On the whole this is a very good book and one 
1 would recommend, particularly to newcomers 
to the animal liberation movement who may not 
be totally aware of the countless atrocities 
done to animals or of the philosophical argu- 
ments against their exploitation. lt contains 
several articles which put forward the moral 
arguments for animal liberation and others 
which expose the cruelty and persecution in- 
herent in animal experiments, the farming in- 
dustry, zoos and the destruction of species and 
the environment. 


One criticism of the book is, however, that it 
fails to properly expound the theory of direct 
action. Even my own contribution, in the form 


of an interview, does not do this well enough. 


There is much nonsense from such characters as 
Dick Course and Clive Hollands about the 
'value' of political campaigning. Other contri- 
butors are misguided enough to think that the 
Labour Party is the great white hope for the 
animals. Nobody says loudly and clearly en- 
ough ‘that ALF-style direct action is (and has 
proved to be) the most effective form of camp- 
aigning. Nobody asserts strongly enough that 
the best way anyone can help the animals is to 
ignore the politicians and take action them- 


selves.

Review of 'The Animal Liberation Movement' 
By Peter Singer 


Peter Singer's new booklet about the movement 


subtitled "it's philosophy, it's achievements 
and it's future" is currently being heavily 
promoted by nearly all the national animal 
groups. One section in particular has been 


seized upon with great delight and, of course, 
it relates to "violence" within the movement - 
‘an overtly media-hyped aspect of the overall 
campaigning going on. The "radical" nationals 
have shown great naivety in this; they con- 
sistently misrepresent and misunderstand the 


term "violence" in all their writings. They 
are unwilling to admit that each and &every 
campaign for animals will ultimately lead to 
violence of some sort; it ,is absolutely and 
totally impossible for the animal rights move- 
ment to achieve it's aims without causing 


suffering to human beings. Peter Singer says 
"Animal Liberation activists must set them- 
selves irrevocably against the use of violence 
...By violence | mean any action which causes 
direct physical harm...and | would go beyond 
physical harm to acts which cause psychologi- 
cal harm like fear or terror". 


Let's look at this term "psychological harm" 
for a moment. | cannot see one campaign 
undertaken by the animal rights movement 
which may not necessarily involve "psycholog- 
ical harm" to animal exploiters and probably 


their families too. After all, every campaign 
is dirécted at putting animal exploiters out of 
business. If one writes to an MP to ask for 


laws to protect animals, or takes direct action 
to financially damage animal abuse, or pro- 
motes a public boycott of animal abuse pro- 


ducts, the net result is the same - p*»ple are 
going to lose their present employment, Some 


people believe that being jobless in these. 


years of unemployment causes suffering; does 
that not mean that a campaign aimed at putt- 
ing someone on the dole is in danger of creat- 
ing gross "psychological harm"? An animal 
exploiter may "fear" that the current "Living 
Without Cruelty" campaign may destroy his/her 
lucrative market, for example. Some vivisec- 
tors may be. in "terror" that the BUAV may 
succeed in abolishing animal experimentation - 
they are looking forward to a life-long finan- 
cially beneficial career from mutilating ani- 
mats - what "psychological harm" can be done 
by the prospect of redundancy? Maybe the day 


of the movement's 'glorious victory' is furth- 
ered by the simple act of giving someone a 
leaflet - since this may cause psychological 


harm to animal exploiters and certainly would 
if we gain the liberation of animals, should 
we tear them up? 


We should now look closely at the campaigning 
area heavily promoted by most national animal 
rights groups: political campaigning with the 
aim of getting Westminster to legislate to make 
the exploitation of animals illegal. If it were 
possible to make the abuse of animals against 
the law in this way, then every butcher, viv- 
isector, fur farmer, bloodsports fanatic, seal 
hunter etc. would be forced to immediately 
cease their exploiting activities or face the 
forces of the law and the courts; their final 
sanction being imprisonment. | maintain that 
forced imprisonment is a form of oppressive 
violence and can easily result in physical 
violence and most certainly, without the sli- 
ghtest doubt, involves psychological harm to 
those imprisoned -and their families. 


! am presently writing this piece from a 
prison cell, so | feel fairly well placed to 
describe the mental and physical consequences 
of forced imprisonment. | am forced to abide 
by a strict daily routine, | must submit to 
every order from any prison officer, if | do 
not then | will be punished (violently, if 
necessary). Any letters sent in or out are 
read by censors. Access to family is extremely 
limited. | cannot choose when or what to eat. 
| cannot choose when to exercise, on exercise 
|! must walk - sitting in the sun or stopping 
is not allowed. In addition | am left to worry 
about my children, without a father in this 
world of murder and rape, | may lose my ren- 
ted accomodation, my standing order commit- 
ments for kitchen appliances bought for the 
benefit of my children have lapsed etc. THIS 
IS THE SANCTION THAT POLITICAL CAMPAIGNERS 
ARE ACTUALLY CAMPAIGNING FOR. 


Animal exploiters could find themselves in 
similar positions were the law of the land 
changed to protect animals instead of protect- 


ing the animal exploiter. This being so, plus 
the fact that all other campaigning for ani- 
mals is likely to cause "psychological harm" 


to people, are we to stop? Are we to ignore 
the screams of billions of suffering animals? 


| say we carry on. Animal exploiters have a 
choice, animals don't - they truly are the 
innocents in this. We cannot avoid the situa- 
tion where the children of animal exploiters 
may be subject to psychological harm, even 
though they too are innocent. One further 
point - animal rights campaigners are motiva- 
ted by respect for animals and compassion. 
They too suffer psychological harm because 
animals are so ruthlessly exploited by human 


beings. Whose "psychological harm" should we 
set about ending - the campaigners or the 
abusers? 
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Singers booklet also reviews the movements 


achievements in recent years. Direct action 
gets a mention because hardly any advances 
have been made without it, but he limits 
discussion to a few actions, primarily in 


America. He gives scant attention to the many 
thousands of individual animals rescued from 
torture in the last ten years and sees fit to 
ignore the millions of pounds worth of damage 
done, even though this is the most effective 
campaigning area, hitting the opposition where 
it really hurts - in the pocket. 


The end section of the publication, describing 


the future of the movement, is extremely neg- 
ative in tone and substance. There's quite a 
lot about what the movement should not do, 
but little to suggest! ways of actually winning 


the war for the animals besides a vague ref- 


erence to Gandhi and Martin L. King - Singer 


fails to explain why their campaign methods 


are appropriate to animal liberation. There 


ere no tactical suggestions for further battle, 


no promotion of effective tactics, not much at 
al! really.

Alt Power Corrupts..... 


The large sums of money held by national 
animals' rights groups are a cause of positive 
harm to the cause of animal liberation. These 
large sums are used to create well paid jobs 
and thus to start a continuing struggle to not 
only obtain these jobs but to hold on to them. 
This struggle becomes an end in itself and 
anyone who is seen as a threat to the status 
quo is vilified and isolated. 


Paid staff, with free access to all the ad- 
vantages of a well-equipped office, become a 
law unto themselves. The staff have the means 
to obtain the election of an amenable and un- 
‘questioning committee by the judicious use of 
the felephone. Thus power is concentrated in 
the hands of a few. With a secure job and 
power to manipulate the membership, thoughts 


will inevitably turn towards political power. 
How pleasant then, to have the time, the 
money and the transport (paid fer by money 
given for animal liberation) to spend leisurely 


days at political gatherings or in the House 
of Commons talking to the so-called great and 
famous. By now, the cause of animal liber- 
ation has become merely the ticket to obtain 
entrance and acceptance into the  hallowed 
‘portals and the flattering attentions of the 
media. 


As more and more time is spent on the poli- 
tical circuit and beanfeasts, extra paid staff 
are needed to take on the work of maingaining 
.the power base and ensuring the election of 
ineffective committees. ‘Thus the money spent 
on anything remotely connected with animal 
liberation declines in direct contrast with the 
increasing money spent on salaries, expenses 
and outings. Authoritarian political masters 
demand moderation from the national groups 
and so moderation becomes the order of the 
day. 


The amenable and unquestioning committee 
members find it very pleasant to have regular 
all expenses paid trips to London to meet old 
friends at undemanding committee meetings. 
Sometimes there are "perks" to be enjoyed as 
well. Providing the committee members make 
no attempt to question the work of the paid 
staff, the staff are friendly and in some.cases 
ingratiating. Committees are habit forming 
and become a way of life. Thus, committee 
members spend time and money (not theirs but 
that given for animals) to ensure their re-el- 


17 ection. As an added precaution, yearly salary 


increases for the staff are readily approved 
leaving even less money for animal liberation. 


Each year paperwork increases at an alarming 
rate as unnecessary reports and other bureau- 
cratic rubbish is churned out by the paid 
staff to give the unquestioning, amenable 
committee members a sense of importance. : 


All national groups start off with good 
intentions but as income increases the rot sets 
in. Regionalisation of national groups only 
serves to increase the cancerous growth. As 


branches/groups become wealthy, they become 
carbon copies of the parent body. 


Only revolutionary attitudes within the nat- 
ional animais' rights committees can bring 
benefit to the animals. Revolutionary attitudes 
mean national groups would have to reduce 
paid staff to an absolute minimum. Al! staff 
would have to be paid the same minimum wa- 
ges on a yearly contract with no perks or ex- 
penses in order to attract dedicated workers 
with no time for in-fighting, power struggles, 
slanderous gossip or hierarchical structures. 
There would have to be no huge bank accounts 
and investments to be carried on year after 


year. All money given for animals in every 
year must be spent on animals and active 
groups all over the country must be funded 
and not starved of funds. There must be no 
political campaigning - individuals, if so 


minded, can join the political party of their 


choice and force through a change in attitudes - 


towards animals from within the party. Cer- 
tainly the much publicised RSPCA Action Group 
has shown no sign of having such attitudes. 
Their aims for the RSPCA would appear to be 
more of everything, more political campaign- 
ing, more staff, more in-fighting and less 
money for animal liberation.

A group calling itself RATS was formed in 
November 1985 and its primary aim is to raise 
funds for the Animal Liberation Front (Supp- 
orters Group). During the four months that 
the group has been running, hundreds of 
pounds have been collected in the street and 
thousands of leaflets have been given out. The 
money is distributed as soon as it has been 
collected. — 


The leaflet, entitled "What do you know about 
the Animal Liberation Front?", is only given 
to people who make a donation so that the 
leaflets don't end up on the pavement. The 
information on the leaflet is aimed at the 
general public and it explains the reasons 
behind the various poisoning hoaxes and mink 
liberation as well as giving information about 
animal farming, vivisection and the fur trade. 


RATS does not have a membership and it relies 


on donations. We don't have any faith in 
political campaigning and believe it to be a 
waste of time and money. Politicians are no- 


torious liars who have a tendency towards self 
preservation, 


We urge all concerned people to raise funds 
for the ALF (SG) and to attempt to educate the 
general public about the truth behind animal 
liberation. RATS also donate money to various 
animal sanctuaries and the Rescued Animal 
Sanctuary Fund.

VEGANS IN PRISON 


Before reading this | suggest a reading of the 
article 'Jailhouse Blues' (Vegan, Autumn '85) 
which will save me padding out this news- 


letter with superfluous material, Surprisingly, 
a number of vegans now in prison and those 
acting on their behalf did not acquaint them- 
selves with such basic reading. An awful lot 
of time has been wasted going over the same 
ground time and time again with different 
people who had not boned up on an area they 
were soon to enter. 


The whole issue of vegans in prison has been 


fraught with problems which in varying 
degrees still exist. Two main factors account 
for this: 


1. Home Office Prison Service ignorance (often 
wilful) of veganism and vegan diets, and a 
subsequent hard-nosed attitude towards people 
entering prison and "making life difficult". 

2. Non-vegan prisoners, once that vegan diets 
become a problem, claiming to be vegan only 
when they felt like it, reverting to carnivor- 
ism at the drop of a hat. 


Consequently, vegan diets in prison, at best 
seen as an aberrant form of vegetarianism, 
have been at worst something akin to a 
punishment. Some people have had a very raw 


deal. There are now approximately 300 vegans 
in prison - too small a number to fully in- 
fluence the way the prison service is run and 
so have to 'fit in' to mass catering etc., and 
too large a number for us to help on an 
individual basis. Within this framework we 


have had to work with the Home Office always 
bearing in mind that any improvements sugg- 
ested in the prison vegan diet would be kick- 
ed out if they would in any way be seen by 
other prisoners as  'preferential treatment'. 
Food takes on a different importance in prison 
and what a vegan will see in terms of nut- 
ritional adequacy and origin, a carnivore may 
see as a luxury which he or she is denied. 


Since August '84 | have been relaying to the 
Home Office, Governers, Catering Officers etc. 
all kinds of complaints from prisoners and 
their friends/families, suggesting solutions 
and sending nutritional information etc. Out 
of this has come a trial prison vegan diet in 
nine establishments (Albany, Blundeston, 


Frankland, Gartree, Long Lartin, Maidstone, 
Parkhurst, Wakefield, Wormwood) which started 
on 10th October 1985. 


é 
In February | met with Home Office officials - 
who, | might say, had. obviously studied the 
subject and the entire issue in depth - to 
discuss the result. The upshot is that we have 


now analysed the proposed new vegan scale 
and have approved the supply of weekly/daily 
amounts of 30+ food items as adequate for 
sound nutrition (we have not, of course, app- 
roved what individual catering officers might 
do with it all). It is not a gourmet diet and 
there may even be complaints that it's ‘too 
boring (that will depend on the imagination:in 
the kitchen) and other problems may arise. 
Nevertheless, it's a firm step forward; the 
first essentially vegan diet in the prison Ser- 
vice. 


Some obvious areas of difficulty remain, ‘and 


fall into two categories. Firstly, fodtwear and 
bedding (the former being predominately a 
male prisoner problem); types of which only 


change as and when the prison service con- 
tracts with suppliers end and begin. This is 
an area still being worked at and one in 
which the ‘preferential treatment' argument is 
very strong. Secondly,. toiletries and urns of 
(cows) milky tea. These, for the time being, 
we'll have to work out on an individual pris- 
on basis, and we are constantly urging the 
Home Office to make it generally possible for 
all vegan prisoners to purchase vegan toilet- 
ries from the canteen/shop. Every vegan in 
prison should keep on at this. There would 
now seem to be a willingness to accede to 
certain demands as long as we can suggest a 
logical and easy alternative (although once 
inside any particular prison things can 9o 
awry). We have to be a bit more clever than 
just to demand that rights be respected, un- 
fortunately. 


In order that vegans and the VS regain pro- 


per credibility - and this is a fundamental 
problem - we have agreed with the Home Office 
that all vegan prisoners be VS members. This 
will help us get round factor two mentioned 
earlier. |! can hear the moans already, and 
| think | have heard all the objections by 
now! But let's look at it again. 


1. There are an estimated c75000 vegans in 
Britain. If they all joined the VS we would be 
able to do a lot more than we can do now.We 


‘would also have more clout. 


2. If someone has bothered to formally join an 
organisation they will be looked upon with far 
less suspicion in prison than one who just 
claims to be a vegan. 


3. Entering prison and then trying to join the 
VS causes problems for everyone and takes up 
time that no one can afford. 


, On the question of VS membership, if you are 


likely to go into prison for animal rights 


` activities and for one reason or another can- 


not join the VS beforehand, |! suggest that 
each group nominates one representative (un- 
likely to go into prison) to liaise with me to 
make an alternative arrangement, which seems 


to be honourable and workable. Dealing with . 


some groups in the past has been a case of 
the left hand' not knowing what the right hand 


‘was doing. 


Two final examples of the credibility problem: 


1. In an official petition a vegan prisoner 
complained that his monetary allowance was 
exhausted after he had bought cigarettes, and 
then went on to condemn coffee and tea as 
drugs. 


2. After securing a generally improved diet a 
vegan prisoner then demanded whole grains 
instead of potatoes as the latter he thought 
were 'dark' foods (macrobiotically). 


Without doubt we have probably greatest sym- 
pathy with vegan prisoners committed for A/R 


activities, and we'll continue to do our best 
to help, but we'll get nowhere if we're all 
heard as a lot of conflicting voices. if the 
ALF or SARP or anyone else feels like throw- 
ing out advice please talk to me first. If 
there are any complaints about prison food or 
non food items, please be very specific; 
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‘lousy diet' is not enough, nor is 'no pro- 
tein'. Protein, for instance, is rarely a 
problem if calorie needs are met. 


Whether or not you have any faith left in the 
power of letter writing | do stress that MPs 
should be urged to act on behalf of vegan 
prisoners when there is legitimate complaint. 
lt is a fact that some of the most noticeable 
changes in attitudes and food provision have 
come about after parliamentarians have become 
involved. It seems that MPs have, in general, 
been neglected so far - only copies of 3 MPs' 
replies have reached us. 


if, on release from prison, anyone feels like 
committing their experiences to paper please 
do so, sending the material this way. It will 
help us draw up 8 better picture of each 
establishment: no two are alike. 


POSTSCRIPT 


Since we approved the new vegan scale the 
Home Office has made certain alterations to it. 


1. We objected to Cornflakes (vitamin D3 from 
an animal source) and suggested muesli in- 
stead. The H.O. suggested increasing the 
rolled oats ration so we suggested increasing 
also the dried fruit ration, part of which 
could then be used with the oats to form a 
more palatable breakfast. The H.O. has in- 
creased the oats but not the dried fruit. 


2. A protein source - split peas - has been 
removed, with only a very small increase in 
marrowfat peas as compensation. 


3. Tea and coffee have been removed due to 
"the administrative problems in most penal 
establishments.......under mass catering con- 
ditions".

We. are assured: that "this is not to say that 
in the longer term we will not consider a fur- 
ther substitute for cornflakes" and that reg- 
arding tea/coffee the H.O. will keep its 


"options open". 


You: can be sure that we are taking these 
points up immediately with the Home Office. |t 
must be remembered though, that the above 
changes do not render the new vegan prison 
diet inadequate nutritionally. 


PPS. It would now seem to be the case that 
a new disease is creeping in. Prison Officers 
in some establishments have been reported as 
blaming on this Society any deterioration in 
vegan diets whether this is caused by poor 
supply from Supply and Transport branth or 
due to their own bloody-mindedness and in- 


dolence. | repeat here that we have fought 
for a better, nutritionally sound vegan diet in 
all prisons; standardised so that we would 
know just what was being supplied to each 
prison. We approved the supply of a variety 


of food items which were capable of providing 
at least an adequate and interesting diet if 
prepared properly and responsibly. Any de- 
terioration is mot due to this Society. We have 
been at pains to ensure that vegan prisoners 
are supplied with nothing less than an ade- 


quate diet.

The massive factory complex looked very 
forbidding as we entered the grounds. Our 
group entered a small outbuilding and wrecked 
an expensive water-flow counter - wires were 
cut, cylinders bent, paper ripped out and co- 
vered in ink, a couple of electrical wires 
were cut and then the door was locked with 
our own padlock. 


Meanwhiie, the second group had broken 
into the factory, checking it out to make sure 
it was empty. We then opened another door 
at the far side of the factory with our trusty 
old boltcroppers, to ensure a quick getaway if 
necessary. A nearby lorry was paintstripped, 
had glue and matches put into its locks, and 
its windscreen wipers broken. The back of an 
industrial weighing machine was unscrewed 
and the weighing mechanism rendered useless. 
Around 200 sacks containing powdered calcium 
hydroxide were slashed, along with an esti- 
mated 700 dead animal skins. Many more 
would have been damaged, but, unfortunately, 
our spray can refused to work. A thick hose- 
pipe was cut in half. 


Fear of causing too much noise prevented 4s 


causing any more damage. So, feeling that 
we'd done enough for one night, we left as 
quietly as we had come in....happily in the 


falling snow.

Two people responsible for opening the gate 
and acting as look-outs were dropped off near 
the side of the sheds. After a few horrifying 
moments when it refused to move, the gate was 
opened and the van pulled in. A padlock was 
clipped to gain access to one of the sheds. 
Once inside, cages were opened up and hens 
from each prison were placed into sacks of 3/ 
4. This bagging up was horrendously noisy 
with the hens making a hell of a row which 
we felt sure could be heard down at nearby 
Weetwood Police Station. It was only after- 
wards that our look-out told us that we had 
been really quiet and that he/she couldn't 
hear a thing from inside the sheds! 


Only 58 hens were taken, because that was 
the number we had good homes for. "Merry 
Xmas from Leeds ALF" was sprayed in artific- 
ial snow on one of the outbuildings.

Activists climbed over a shed roof to gain 


access to 5 vans in the back yard. These 


were then attacked with  paintstripper, had 
their windscceen wipers bent, all four locks on 
each van were clogged with plastic padding 
and sugar was put into three petrol tanks. 
Slogans were sprayed on each van and on the 
back of the building, and a few mirrors, 
lights, indicators, windscreens, number plates 
and van logos were touched up with spray 
paint. The back door to the premises was 
also glued. Before leaving, the activists 
glued up the front door to the premises and 
sprayed "ALF" on it. 


LEEDS ALF 
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The first thing 1 would like to state is that 
l have not seen a statement from the ARM on 
the subject yet, so the only information I 
have to go on is that which has appeared in 


the !ocal and national media - and this has 
obviously been used to manipulate people's 
reactions to the incident. The fact is - |I 


don't know what the strength of the devices 
was, whether they were set to go off, or even 
if they were nothing more than empty pack- 
ages or fake bombs. One thing is certain, 
however, - it was obviously a warning and 
not an attempt to kill, as the papers would 
have us believe. lf it was anything other 
than a hoax or a warning, why alert the 
authorities beforehand? 


The action also got a hell of a lot of pub- 
licity and brought animal rights to the fore- 
front of the debate again. Nearly all of it 
was bad - but if we were bothered about bad 
publicity we wouldn't be smashing windows, 
would we? Anything the authorities want to 
crush will always be distorted - Northern lre- 
land? Riots? It is nice to get good publicity, 
but our actions come first, not other people's 
opinions. There is no time for debate where 
death and torture is the case. Demonstrations, 
vigils, letters to M.P.s etc. often get good 
press because they hardly get anywhere. And 
if the authorities (through the media) can 
convince us that these methods are the right 
. way because we are going to get a good write 
up, the threat is successfully contained and 
sucked into the system. 


The ARM are certainly not terrorists. Terr- 
orism is a phrase invented by the ruling 
class to put down anyone who threatens them. 
To use such a phrase is to use their termino- 
logy, and play along with their game. What 
about freedom fighters? Everything the ARM 
has done has been in an attempt to help other 
beings, not themselves - and this must always 
be remembered. 


Furthermore, animal abusers have constantly 
been warned of the possible consequences of 
their actions, and still they go on perfecting 
more and more ways to exploit animals. So be 
it on their heads. They can't say they were 
unaware or hadn't been warned. The Morning 
Post, in their article on the subject, say that 
the ALF have used explosions or incendiary 
devices in actions. This is perfectly true, of 
course, it is the most effective way to cause à 
lot of economic damage. They refer to the 
Birkenhead meat factory and  Rackhams in 
Sheffield, but WHAT THEY DON'T MENTION is 
that stringent efforts were made to ensure that 
no life (animal or human) would be end&nger- 
ed. This is the kind of one-sided gutter 
press we .are subjected to - tell half the truth 
and ignore that which doesn't fit in with 
what you're saying:

After saying all this, I myself could not do 
anything if it involved danger to life. | 
couldn't live with the thought of someone's 


death or maiming on my conscience. But, at 
the same time, I do not condemn the ARM's 
actions. To do this would be to fall into the 


authorities trap of divide and rule. Interview 
all the well-known animal rights groups and 
get them to condemn the action, and we are 
then left with a lunatic fringe - a minority - 
which is easy to condemn. And while we are 
arguing amongst ourselves we are forgetting 
the things that matter and are absolutely no 
threat whatsoever. WE ARE ALL FIGHTING FOR 
THE SAME THINGS. 


"These people are trying to make the Animal 
Rights movement the next thing to the IRA in 
Britain and they are causing untold damage to 
our campaign” - Mark Gold, campaign director 
of Animal Aid. If you really said this Mark, 
since when has animal liberation been your 
campaign? Do the animals know this? jio 


As for all this crap about the ARM putting 


, the animal rights movement back years, the 


same accusations have been levelled at the 
ALF since the early '70s by a movement which 
had been going for 106 years with a track 
record of allowing animal experiments to in- 
crease from hundreds to MILLIONS per year. 
When this is the case, the logical conclusion 
is to kick down the doors of every laboratory 
in the land, rescue the animals, and inflict 
financial damage. But when the laboratories 
become miniature fortresses, the experiments 
carry on, and liberation becomes increasingly 
harder, WHAT THEN??? 


Perhaps the ARM are ahead of their time... 
Again, the abusers have been warned. They 
have a choice - the animals don't. More and 
more people are willing to use violence again- 
st animal abusers every day - and who are 
we to be so righteous in our condemnation? 
l'm sure the animals wouldn't argue. 


If a vivisector was to be killed, ] don't 
think I would shed many tears - so how can 
I crush those inner feelings and condemn it? 
If you torture or kill animals, you deserve 
nothing other than a good kicking. If I saw 
someone hurting an animal, 1 would be suff- 
iciently angry to physically attack the person 
in question in order to stop it, or if someone 
attacked me physically I would defend myself. 
But, I couldn't plan a physical attack on a 
vivisector yet. Yet we all know what they do 


to animals when we are not looking...... Our 
justified anger is diluted by distance from the 
torture and pain. Would you be so quick to 


condemn someone who attacked a nazi respons- 
ible for gassing millions of Jews? To claim a 
difference between the two is not only a load 
of crap, but specieist as well. 


You're either on one side of the fence or 
the other. 


One further quibble with the papers; animal 
liberation is not as simple as (to quote the 
Morning Post) "intolerance of opposing points 
of view" - for the opposing point of view is a 
murderous one. MURDER CANNOT BE TOLERATED

From the Domtower at Utrecht a long banner 
flutters down. The text "DierenbeVRljders 
(Animal liberators)" has the word "VRIJ 
(FREE)" in bright orange. Nearby, in front 
of the courtyard, are dozens of demonstrators 
and lots of banners saying that instead of the 
ALF, the secretary of state, Ploeg, and fur 
breeders leader, Goezinnen, should stand in 
court. The meaning of this demonstration is 
clear - they want acquittal for the four sus- 
pected of ALF actions. 


The courtroom is overcrowded. Dozens of ALF 
sympathisers will have to wait till a good 
deal of the press have left before they can 
get in. The plaintiff, Mr. T. van Dijk, 
accuses the four of stealing beavers and bea- 
gles, attempt to steal an electrocution device 
from a fur breeder and theft of the documents 
of a dealer in exotic animals. The plaintiff 
said he had respect for the feelings of the 
defendants for the fate of animals. "This fate 
is often terrible. The necessary must be done 
to stop this" van Dijk said. However, he was 
less pleased by the way actions were carried 
out and claimed conditional sentences of five 
and three months. 


The court resumes the conviction of right - 
however, not yet made the law that rules this 
country, and the plaintiff considered in his 
conclusion that the defendants had acted for a 
respectable reason. He said, though, that 
offences had been committed which have caused 
great social unrest and damage and that there 
is where his responsibility begins. z

DAMAGE 


llth/12th November ‘85: in the night before 
the judgement in the case against 4 members 
of the ALF, between 150 and 200 foxes at a 
breeders at Weurt were sprayed with red and 
blue paint. The damage to the breeder was 
20,000 guilders. The ALF requires total 
abolition of the production of the unnecessary 
product fur. 


After this action a few remarkable incidents 
took place. Though the action was carried out 


Monday  might/Tuesday morning, a _ breeder, 
Burgers, first reported to the police on Wed- 
nesday. According to the ALF, however, the. 


action was carried out at the premises of 
another breeder, Morren. Why this day delay? 
The story going around is that the breeder 
who .was really hit had no insurance. This 
could clarify a lot. 


How breeders twist and turn to gloze over 
their practices is made clear by a newspaper 
article, in which the victim of the action de- 
clared not to breed his foxes for the fur, but 


That there is some unrest among fur breed- 
ers, vivisectionists etc. -is understandable. 
Less clear is what the officer does about the 
unrest among a far greater part of the popu- 
lation - an unrest which is caused by a law 
which allows the torture of animals, in spite 
of the declaration of three quarters of our 
population against such practices. Where 
unrest under the population is legalised, the 
plaintiffs responsibility ceases. 


In the NRC (a newspaper) An Salomonson: 
said "Tomorrow in Utrecht, along with the four 
animal liberators, our twentieth century civil- 
isation will stand in court: In the article she 
compares the idea of animal liberation with 
the peace movement, and commercial breeding 
farms and laboratories with real concentration 
camps. 


The defendants restrict themselves to making 
a statement which they conclude with the 
words of the famous animal behaviourist, Kon- 
rad Lorentz, “Animals are sensitive people 
with very little intellect”. The animal liber- 
ators expressed the hope that the reverse will 
not come true - that people are intelligent 
animals with very little feeling.

HEARIS AND MINDS 


During the Vietnam War the Americans tried 
to win the "hearts and minds" of the people. 
Thankfully, perhaps, they failed. Nevertheless 
it is true to say that no struggle can be won 
unless there is a large scale winning over of 
the hearts and minds. á 


There is no doubt that there has tø be a 
massive increase in ALF activity if the day of 
animal liberation is ever to be achieved. Some 
other forms of campaigning, such as public 
education and the instigation of boycotts of 
cruelly produced products, are essential to the 
overall struggle for animal liberation but, 
without a very large amount of direct action 
aimed at the economic sabotage of the animal 
abuse industries, a large scale victory over 
animal persecution will never be attained. 


All those who truly care about the animals 
and who have applied their minds to the 
question of their liberation are well aware of 
the importance of direct action. The abusers 
of animals are well aware of it too. 


The animal abusers have been severely 
stung, and in some cases sent reeling, by an 
ALF campaign which, despite being severely 
-under-financed and sadly  under-supported, 


has gone straight for their economic jugular. 
They know that if the ALF gains more support 
and ALF activities increase sufficiently, their 
big profits and their lucrative businesses will 
be swept away in the floodtide of an animal 
liberation victory. Therefore it is logical that 
they will try desperately, and by any means, 
to stem support for the ALF. 


There is an undeniable link between the 
proprietors and bosses of most of the news- 
papers in this country and the practitioners 
of animal exploitation. All are involved in 
big business. All are supporters of the status 
quo (and have a dislike of anyone who is 
effectively trying to change it). Many of them 
move in the same circles and probably mix 
socially too. It is no wonder then that most 
newspapers, especially the gutter-press tab- 
loids, are one with the enemy in the counter- 
offensive against the ALF. lt is no wonder 
that they frequently print inaccurate and even 
downright malicious articles about the ALF in 
a desperate attempt to discredit it. 


It is a sad thing that members of the 
public often believe such stories. lt is even 
sadder that they are frequently believed by 
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campaigners for animal rights. Saddest of all 
is that some so-called ‘leaders' within the 
animal protection movement, knowing such 
stories to be untrue, nevertheless unscrupul- 
ously use them in an attempt to erode support 
for the ALF, which they see as a threat to 
their own pct methods of campaigning. 


So. what should supporters of the ALF do 
about the situation? How can we promote the 
ALF and counter malicious propoganda put out 
by ill-informed and misguided people and by 
supporters of the other side? 


First of all we have to get pro-ALF propo- 
ganda to the public who may be influenced by 
the noxious outpourings of the gutter press. 
We have to write letters in support of the ALF 
to national and local newspapers and maga- 
zines whenever the opportunity presents itself. 
This is particularly important when anti-ALF 
items have appeared in such publications. 
There may even be times when ALF supporters 
can write quite lengthy articles for publica- 
tion in the press. 


In the not too distant future the ALF SG 
will be producing a series of leaflets cn the 
various forms of animal abuse. These will also 
explain what the ALF is all about, how it is 
combatting animal persecution and what people 
can do to help the animals and the ALF. It 
is important that these leaflets are distributed 
as widely as possible amongst the general 
public. 


Secondly we have to get much more support 
for the ALF from people already involved in 
the animal protection movement. Letters, and 
articles if possible, must be written by ALF 
supporters in reply to any anti-ALF items 
which appear in animal rights and animal 
welfare publications. Local animal right§& 
groups must be persuaded to give support to 
the ALF. and the SG must put more emphasis on 
sending speakers to talk to such groups.  ALF 
supporters who are members of animal protec- 
tion organizations should bring pressure to 
bear on such societies to support the ALF and 
to refrain from destructive criticism of ALF 
activities. This may involve campaigns to 
remove from office committee members or em-

On the night of Thursday 6th March a new 
ALF cell carried out its second successful raid 
- this time in Knockholt, Kent. tts target was 
a massive broiler building which held a large 
number of tiny chicks destined for no better 
, life other than artificial light, heat and the 
slaughterhouse. 


The shed had been checked out previously 
for alarms, possible entry points and getaway 
routes. 


After we'd been dropped off, a short walk 


fron the unit, we made our way down a foot- 
path to the back of the building. A large 
black blanket was held over the door to stop 
the light flooding out, as a useful crowbar 


aided entry to the world where many hundreds 
of innocent chicks had been shut away. With 
the look-out keeping look-out we began to 
round up and put in boxes the little individ- 
uals. After we had acquired all we had homes 
for, one person daubed "ALF" on an inside 
wall to let the. farmer know who had been 
visiting. We then set off, glad for the rescued 
chicks but sickened that places like this exist

A new ALF cell has formed in Norfolk and 
it's first action took place on Sunday 27th/ 
Monday 28th April. Activists glued up the 
locks of 50-60 shops and businesses involved 
in animal abuse. These ranged from butchers 
and furciers to gun shops and fishing shops. 
Also the “Coypu Control" van, which was 
standing outside the Norwich M.A.F.F. head- 
quarters, had it's tyres slashed, locks glued 
up, "MAFF Murderers" and "ALF" sprayed on 
the side, windscreen and windows shattered 
and it was also paintstripped. Activists left 
after causing an estimated £600 damage, pre- 
venting the death of many coypu whilst the 
van was being repaired. 


On May llth, nineteen chickens were liber- 
ated from broiler sheds belonging to Mr. R. 


Winch. The chickens had lost many feathers 
and their skin was red raw. Their feet were 
crooked. Slogans were sprayed on sheds - 


"Winch's Death Camp" and "ALF". The chickens 
are all in good, safe homes. Despite reports 
and photos to local press, radio and TV there 
was no media coverage whatsoever. The farm 
is 9 miles North of Norwich in a village call- 
ed Upgate. This is the 'third raid on this 
establishment and ALF graffiti is stiil on the 
inside of the sheds. 

We are living on a shoestring budget at the 
moment and are: trying te huild up funds to 
buy more tools etc.

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The bullfighting arena was attacked on April 
16th. The booking offices were damaged by 
fire, the locks were blocked up with silicon 
and a lot of slogans were sprayed on walls. 
On April 26th a fur shop and a gunsmiths 


were attacked. The locks were blocked with 
silicon, the walls were sprayed and the glass 
windows were scratched. On May Ist we put 


a false bomb into the bullfighting arena and 
afterwards we telephoned them and the police 
and they were forced to evacuate the zone. 
There was a horrible show with bullfighters 
monkeys - they put the monkey (dressed like 
8 bullfighter) in front of the bull to make the 
people laugh. There were 'tinys' bullfighters 
too - they play with the bulls and then thc 
true bullfighters kill them. There were a lot 
of children there (its prohibited) but the 
police don't say anything. 

We sign as  'F.A.A.' (Front d'Alliberament 
Animal), it's the same as ALF in Catalan 
language.

A group of animal rights campaigners in 
Southern Sweden had their first meetings in 
January ‘85 in order to form a group of the 
same type as the British action groups of the 
Animal Liberation Front. It was decided that 
we should name the group "Djurens Befrielse- 
front" (DBF) which literally is Swedish for 
Animal Liberation Front. Our base is in 
Malmo, Sweden's third largest city, and, so 
far, the actions carried out have taken place 
here in Sweden's Southernmost province, Skane 
(Scania in English). 


Our first action was the rescue of 2 beagles 
from cruel experiments at the Dental High 
School in Malmo, in the night of June 22nd. 
The female dogs were in an experiment with 8 
other dogs and the experiment was about peri- 
odontoclasia. The dogs were given extra soft 
food so their teeth were starting to fall out. 
One of the liberated dogs had hardly any 
teeth left, she had a sort of metal splint in 
her mouth and she refused to eat anything’ 
other than soft food. The other dog hadn't 
yet lost her teeth and she really liked real 


dog food. The police haven't found the two 
beagles and they never will. The dogs are 
safe! 


The next action was the release of hundreds 
of mink from a fur farm near Malmo, in the 
night of 24th August. Many hundreds of the 
remaining mink had their furs dyed red and 
blue. It was a hard summer night's job to 
dye the excited animals. The fur farmer's 
mini tractor was sabotaged and had to be re- 
paired. The breeding cards were destroyed. - 

Both actions got a lot of attention in the 
newspapers, local and national, as well as on 
the radio and TV news. 


Ca 50 km North of Malmo (near the small 
town of Eslov) lives a farmer, Mr. Ernst Jung. 
who has made himself infamous among animal 
lovers and nature conservationists by applying 
for, and getting, permission to shoot herons, 


an otherwise protected species. He has cray- 
fish ponds which, naturally, attracted the 
herons. He has also turned to fallow deer 


farming and in fenced-off fields he keeps the 
deer for the purpose of "safari hunting”.

Just call us and tell us where the dogs are." 
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On a windy night in April we visited the 
big farm and cut the fences in several places 
in order to let the fallow deer escape. Exactly 
how many did escape is hard to say, perhaps 
10-12. In August we returned. He had by now 
extended the fenced-in areas. And we were 
met by a nasty sight: the fences were "decor- 
ated" by killed and hanged crows, rooks and 
jackdaws. The bastard probably thought they 
would deter wild birds from entering his do- 
main. We took down the black corpses, cut 
the fence again and then carefully approached 
a small enclosure where he kept wild boar, 2 
sows and 10-11 piglets. We cut the padlock, 
opened the gate and let the curious (and noi- 
sy) boar out to their freedom. A month later, 
a farmer living some kilometres away complai- 
ned that the boar family had had a nightly 
feast in his turnip field! 


But the biggest liberation act in 1985 was 
yet to come: the rescue of 37 golden retrievers 
from a cruel "dog breeder" ca 100 km North of 
Malmo, in the night of October 22nd. The dogs 
were in a terrible state. The news media 
really covered it. TV made a special feature 
which also included some information on ALF 
in the UK, a short interview with Mr. Ronnie 
Lee, excerpts from "The Animals Film" and 
quotations from our letters. 
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Animal torturers". y 
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In January 1986 we rescued an alsatian 
which was left outdoors in a small cement 
enclosure from 6 o'clock in the morning to 6 
o'clock at night without water and food. His 
sen ag was away working (70 km North of Mal- 
mo). 


We have a lot to do, of course. Especially 
in the beginning it takes time to form an 
efficient group. ALF could teach us a lot on 
organisation, how to get financial support and 
how to get more animal lovers over the thres- 
hold to become activists etc. 


Our main targets are lab. animals, hunting, 
the fur trade, maltreatment of pets and animal 
factories.

abused animals we are fighting to liberate. 
For a hundred years has passed with peace- 
ful demonstrations achieving nothing, in fact 
it has made the animals position worse, as 
can be seen in the White Paper, so as far as 
the animals are concerned they have nothing 
to lose except their suffering. 


Unfortunately, over the past year there has 
been a marked decline in such actions, where 
the resistance to animal abuse has not been 
crushed by the government and their sycoph- 


ants, it has continually been sold down the 
road by lefties intent only on furthering their 
own political interests. Regretably, until now 


the various struggles have failed to escalate 
beyond the terrain of relatively peaceful ac- 
tions against animal abusers, causing them 
only minor irritation. In many cases militant 
action has been watered down by pacifists who 
believe animal liberation can be achieved by 
lobbying their corrupt MPs or by simply lett- 
ing off a few black balloons outside laborato- 
ries - unfortunately, these people have failed 
totally to grasp the enormity of the struggle 
ahead. z

We first came to public attention in Nov. of 
'84, having claimed bottles of Sunsilk shampoo 
had been laced with bleach in three counties 
because of cruel experiments carried out by 
the company. Front page articles appeared in 
every national newspaper and police "investi- 
gations" started, all to no avail. A national 
animal rights organisation had its office raid- 
ed and street campaigners were hassled for 
information on the activists involved. Actions 


continued unabaited and a campaign ‘against 
butcher shops resulted in the Irish Butchers 
Federation demanding extra protection for 
their shops. 

Currently, we are involved in a highly suc- 
cessful campaign against bloodsports. On 27th 
August '85,a monument to the worlds most 
famous hound, situated in Co. Waterford, was 
tarred by activists who left a note warning 
"when you fix it up we will f*** jt up". The 
monument was of Master McGrath, who won ;the 


Waterloo Cup three times. This action preceded 
a number of raids on coursing clubs (in Eire 
hares are captured and kept for enclosed 
coursing).

FISH FREED 


In the early hours of Sunday 18th May, 35 
ALF activists smashed their way into the 
Freshwater Biological Association laboratories, 
near Ambleside in Cumbria, using sledgehamm- 
ers, having dealt with an electrified fence.

Approximately 2,000 Brown Trout, Salmon and 
Char were netted from their tanks and ferried 
in buckets out of the complex and across a 


road, where they were released into the Lake 
Windermere. 
Using implants, various drugs and antibiot- 


ics are administered to the fish in experiments 
to solve some of the problems of factory farm- 
ing these fish (eg. one of the main problems is 
fin rot). Char, incidentally, are deep water 
fish, living in only a few lakes in Britain and 
for them to adjust to concrete ponds and pellet 
food is another example of animal exploitation. 
taken from the labs. show the main 
emphasis was on stress experiments. 


Reports to the media mentioned the fact that 
the aims of the raid were two-fold. Firstly, to 
rescue the fish from vivisection and certain 
death, secondly to highlight yet another type 
of food the public are eating, from which they 
are absorbing trace elements of drugs and 
which the fish receive in their 
pellet food and which is also administered to 
the water in their concrete 'stews'. Some of the 
fish in the tanks were dead. 


Using a video camera with a special light 
fitting the raid was recorded. The video was 
shown on North West TV and the raid also rec- 
eived extensive press and radio coverage.
